From whence it is fuppoted that Tin has moft of it, 
becaule it melts feoneft, which is probable enough by 
the agreemest and fubcil combination of tin and 
mercury, in the art of making looking-glales. 

The finding of metals has always been with difficul- 
ty, labour, and hazard. And in order to the dito. 
vering of mines {everal methods have: been purfed, 
fome have obferved dreams, as it God Almighry that 
way reveal'd thele creatures co ‘emt: others have de- 
pended much ugoa the Aof-crufiaw Red, cat under cer- 
tain Conftellations and Conjunttions + feme have 
regarded the colour ot fheeps teeth + others the Sands 
or Rivers. But icaopears moft reafonable to obferve 
the peculiar plants, and forts of Stone and Earth,near 
the place where metals have been already found, and 
ofthem and the mineralftones or Oar to keep a quan- 
ticy of each as famples. But when we have difto- 
ver'd where it. is, it is often very difficult to come at 
it; fometimes. by the hardnef$ ot rocks, (which. are 
open’d by fire, water, or vinegar) as Afantéal made 
his way through the Alps - Sometimes by their great 
depth in the Earth, and fometimes occafion’d by 
{prings of water which ‘arife-ia the bottom of the 
werks ; and this muft be drawn out by pumps, (for 
which purpofe mill-pumps are beft) or el{e let out by 
Adits, which are new ways cut out from the bottom 
of an adjoyning valley, into the Hill wnere the mine 
lies. The labour is alfo very great, through digging 
fo deep, drawing, out fo much Rubbifh, making many 
fhafts only for Air to pierce thofe Adits, the work be- 
ing commonly fo wet and dirty that a man can fcarce- 
iy fland to ic twoor three hours together. And as 
for the danger, both lives and eftates are Hazarded 
by it, the latter through the vaftnels of expence and 
uncertainty: of profit; fome having laid out torhe 
value of eight or ten thoufand pounds, in an Adit to 
atin work, which after all has proved worth nothing; 
and workmen have oft loft their lives by damps, or 
the falling in’of the Barth, notwithttanding all the 
Caution and expence uled to prevent ir.
